F02 as muchas his Maieſtie byhig ſeuerallLetterg ofthe flue & twentieth ol June, # of the thirtieth of Sep⸗ 
tember laſt paſt, hath expꝛelly ſignified vnto vs, That the ſaid woꝛd Sterling, did bzeedan erroz, being conſtrued ag 
leuery ofthe laid Harp⸗ſbillings, ſhould be taken fox Sixteen pence ofthe monie of this Countrie, and ſo ſhoulde 
larrie as high a valuation as the Sterling (billing of England: nohꝛreas in trueth his Highnes meaning was, and 
,, That euerie of the ſaid Harp-ſbillings ſbould haue and beare the name and value onely of Twelue pence J⸗ 
tſþ, accoꝛding to the olde Standard of this Realine, which in true value is but Nine pence Engliſh, and not of the 
baue of T welue pence Sterling, accoꝛding to the Standard of England. | 
we doe therefoze in his M ieſtieg name, and by his Highnes expzeſſe commaundement, Pꝛoclaime and pub- 
lh, That from hencefo2th the laid woꝛd oꝛ name of Sterling, ſhall not bee giuen, applied, oz conſtrued to the ſaide 
harp⸗ſbillings, being ofthe Standard of nine Dunces fine ſiluer, but that the ſaid woꝛd oz name ol Sterling in that 
reſpect, (hall be vtterly aboliſhed in this Kingdome, Ind that euery ſiluer Yarp-ſbilling of the ſaid Standard of 
nine Ounces fine, ſb all be called Twelue pence Jrilb, and not Twelue pence Sterling, and ſhall bee taken and goe

ln ſatiſtaction ofthe ſaid T welue pence Jriſh, oꝛ T weluepeneclawfull money of Jreland, & ſhall pay oz tec eiue all 
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teteiue T welue pence Sterling, oꝛ Twelue pence lawfull money of oz in England, ſb all pay? oz receive Sixteene 
pence ofthe laid new Yarpe monies ol nine Dances fine llluer, foꝝ euery ſuch T welue pence Sterling, oz Twelue- 
pence currant monie ok oꝛ in England, 

Pꝛouided alw ies, that all payments to be made to any perſon oꝛ perſons, being warranted onelpby Lift, eſta⸗ 
dliſb nent, oz Concozdatum alreadie made oz paſt, and not by Letters Patents vnder the great Seale, oz ſpeciall 
drection herzafter from his Maieſtie, ſb all be made accoꝛding to the rate oz Standard of the laid new Harpe mo⸗ 
nies of nine Oantes fine ſtluer, beetng lawfull moate of Ireland, and ſhall not be made accozding to the rate oz 
Standerdok Engliſh monies, oz lavofall monie of England. 

And foz that the woꝛd ſterling hath bꝛed many doubts in contracts, receipts, and payments in this Ringdome, it 
istherefoze his M ateties expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure, to avoide all ambiguities in that behalfe, that from hence⸗ 
with, in all Oontratts, Receipts, and Payments his Maiefiies Subiects ofthis Kingdome, ſball vſe the woꝛde a 
dfcurrant oꝛ le wtull monie of Ireland, whereby ſþall be vnderſtood monie of the ſaide Standard of nine Dances 
frafiiger pꝛoper tothis Kingdome,
